tenth day of the ſaid Moneth of January next, as they will be anſwerable at their higheſt peril. And We with Advice fore- _— 
ſaid, Do afſureand Declare, all ſuch perſons who have been in Arms before the firſt of June laſt, and ſhall betwixt and the 
fi-t ot January next, rake the benefit of this Our Gracious Indemnity, by Swearing and Signing, as ſaid is, the ſaid Oath of 
Allegiance to Us, that they ſhall be altogether free, ſate, and ſecure from all manner of Puniſhment, Pains and Penalties, that 
enn be inflicted upon them for open Rebellion, or any other of the Crimes above-ſpecified, and that ſuch as ſhall continue ob- 
ſt at, and incorrigible, after this Gracious offer of Mercy, ſhall be puniſhed as Traitors and Rebels, and otherwayes,to the out- 
moſt exttemity of Law; And We, with Advice foreſaid, Require and Command, all Judges and Miniſters ot our Law, to 
Laterprer this preſent Indemnity in the moſt favourable and ample manner; Prohibiting and Diſcharging them to call in quee | 
ſtion any of the perſons forſaids, who (hall take the benefit hereof in manner abovememioned, for any of the Crimes above- =
